Stevenson, noting this fact, said 
that the plight of the cities of 
the world was universal. 


“Everywhere on earth the city 
planners and officials are strug- 
gling with the same problems of 
the decay and death of old centers 
and the birth and growth of new 
ones...the deficiencies in our 
schools and commercial services, 
like parks, playgrounds, hospitals, 
and the ugly out-croppings of ju- 
venile violence are all pleading 
for attention and are all part of 
the broader task —the revitaliza- 
tion and reinvigoration of the city 
as a way of life.” 


To that the harassed mayors 
and planners of American metro- 
politan areas will offer a fervent 
amen. They are 21! presently 
mired in the problems of grow- 
ing populations and state legis- 
latures which are dominated by 
rival political power patterns. 
Already engulfed, the cities can 
hear on the horizon the thunder 
of little feet as the birthrate 
grows and more persons move to 
town. 


Rural Life 


Even though 100 million of 173 
million Americans today live in 
a mere 168 urban areas, our po- 
litical image and our state tax 
structures are both equated with 
a nonexistent rural life and 
economy. 


We maintain, with reason, a 
huge department of agriculture in 
Washington. Yet, almost no one 
there is willing to speak* for the 
cities, though most of the human 
needs today are in them. 


The story of the city is almost 
the story of the small town. 


The Federal Reserve Bank in 
Chicago has made a study of the 
small towns in the five-state area 
served by the bank. This area in- 
cludes all, or part, of Illinois, 
Iowa, Indiana, Michigan and Wis- 
consin. The study revealed that 
the population of small towns with 
totals of 2,500 persons and less, 
located outside large urban areas, 
remained stable from 1930 to 1950. 


Towns with fewer than 1,000 
population had fewer persons in 
1950 than 1930. Those with more 
than 2,500 in general gained in the 
same period. 


Economic assets and potentials 
for growth vary from community 
to community. Federal Reserve's 
research into 53 Iowa towns 
ranged from those with 100 people 
on up to 30,000. They all had one 
fact in common. They depended 
on their agricultural surround- 
ings. The function of the small 
town as a trading post, the bank 
found, remained. But today it is 
no task at all for the farmer, 
freed from the horse and buggy or 
ox cart, to drive 50 miles or more 
to large trading centers with 
large market places. 


Towns of 2,500 


This fact has tended to de- 
press the towns of less than 2,500 
covered in the Chicago bank’s 
research. Manufacturing account- 
ed for 40 per cent of employment 
in the Iowa towns researched 
with populations above 5,000. In 
towns of less than 250 population 
the jobs thus provided were less 
than three per cent. In towns 
under 500 most of the manufag- 
turing was “farm oriented.” 


The Federal Reserve Bank re- 
port also revealed why. school 
consolidation is so bitterly op- 
posed. Economic interests are 
often put ahead of the quality 
of education.

WASHINGTON — President Eis- 


enhower said in sorrow Sunday 
that ‘‘all Americans have lost a 
champion of freedom.’’ He mourn- 
ed John Foster Dulles as a dear 
friend and an inspiration to hu- 
manity. 


The President was at his Get- 
tysburg farm preparing to attend 
an 8 a.m. service at the Presby- 
terian church where Abraham Lin- 
coln once had worshipped when 
he received word that his secre- 
tary of state for six years had 
died. 

Earlier in the morning the Pres- 
ident’s own physcian, Maj. Gen. 
Howard McC. Snyder, had phoned 
from Washington that death seem- 
ed to be approaching. Two hours 
later the final word came. 


The President immediately gave 
instructions to Under Secretary of | 
State Douglas Dillon to telephone 
the sad news to Secretary of State 
Herter at Geneva. He then took a 
tablet and pencil to the glassed-in 
sunporch of his farmhouse. 


There he wrote a four-paragraph 
statement of the death of his 
friend and advisor. This was made 
public by White House Press Sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty, who 
had hurried to Gettysburg after 
being informed of Dulles’ death 
by the State department. 


In it the President said that his 
countrymen and all who believe 
in justice and the rule of law 
grieve for ‘‘one of the truly great

Separate Agreement on Berlin 


A Possibility, British Believe 


Andrei A. Gromyko has shown 
no interest in this part of the 
peace plan. 


The Russian proposal is that 
West Berlin become a free de- 
militarized city guaranteed by the 
four original occupation powers. 
The Western powers have been 
completely unresponsive to this 
offer. 


It is now suggested that the 
West, without involving, directly 
or indirectly, the right of the 
United States, Britain and France 
to remain in Berlin, seek nego- 
tiation with the Soviet Union to 
conclude a supplementary agree- 
ment covering access to the city 
for the three powers and West 
Germany and the continued eco- 
nomic and political freedom of 
West Berlin. 

Hope that such agreement can 
be negotiated rests on the belief 
that each side may be willing to 
compromise on the demands made 
by the other. 


The Western powers will not ac- 
cept a situation wherein the con- 
trol of access to Berlin by rail, 
highway, air and canal is trans- 
ferred to the East German au- 
thorities acting independently as a 
government. 


Neither the United States nor 
United Kingdom would object 
however if the East Germans, 
clearly acting as agents for the 
Soviet occupying power, took over 
clerical duties connected with ac- 
cess to Berlin. The West German 
Government until recently has op- 
posed this step because it seemed 
to imply recognition of East Ger- 
many. 

Acceptance of the East Germans 
as ‘“‘agents’’ was first. suggested 
by the late John Foster Dulles, 
when he was secretary of state. 


There have been indications re- 
cently that Chancellor Adenauer’s 
opposition to this step is not as 
strong as it was. His Allies have 
pointed out that to accept the East 
Germans as agents would be to 
downgrade their government and 
emphasize its puppet character. 


The Soviet Union has made it 
clear through Gromyko that its 
principal objective is to neutralize 
West Berlin as a center of es- 
pionage and propaganda by the 


Western powers.

U. S. air defense command. It is 
understood a Defense Department 
committee headed by Dr. Clifford

search and development and now 
chancellor of the University of 
Buffalo, made a similar sugges- 
tion.

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Dulles Earned 
Respect of All 


John Foster Dulles early Sunday 
morning moved from long pain and prob- 
lem into the mystery and peace of eter- 
nity. 

Today much of the world mourns the 
man who was secretary of state through 
all the Eisenhower years until the last 
few weeks when illness forced him out. 
The tributes coming in from all over the 
world are evidence that courage, love.of 
country, integrity and hard work are 
qualities which men recognize and ad- 
mire, even when they do not agree on 
policies, 

Controversial storms raged often about 
him. He was a stern and rock-bound 
man, Mttle given to humor. Nor was there 
too much evidence of imaginative qual- 
ities. Some of his pronouncements came 
back to haunt him. Among these were 
“massive retaliation,” “agonizing reap- 
praisal” and a statement that he had 
taken the country to the brink of war 
and brought it back. His warnings of 
retaliation and agonizing reappraisal of 
the nation’s foreign policies were badly 
timed and boomeranged. 


But however much his dogmatism and 
seeming blundering annoyed people at 
home and abroad, none doubted his strong 
devotion to the principles of western 
civilization, his love of country and his 
realization that liberty and freedom can- 
not live under Communist dictatorship. 


It is likely he was often a sad and 
lonely man. But he never wavered in his 
stubborn dedication to his country or his 
concepts. 


It must be said that he began as secre- 
tary of state in a period when much of 
the negotiations with foreign countries 
was still very much of a man-to-man 
affair. This was especially true of West 
Germany, key to NATO and our position 
in Europe. By the time the second Eisen- 
hower’term began, great changes, long 
in the making, began to be evident. His 
old commitments made him less able to 
meet these changes but, even so, it is 
likely that history will be relatively kind 
to him when enough time has elapsed to 
measure him and his record. 

We are glad he lived long enough, 
after illness disabled him, to know the 
affection which many had for him and 
to receive honors and recognition which 
must have gladdened him. He was a cou- 
rageous man and one who put his country 
first. To the best of his ability he served 
his country and his time.

Another Dread Disease 
Yielding to Research 


Dr. Geoffrey H. Bourne, British re- 
searcher working at Emory University, 
has reported discovery of a new field 
of promising exploration in the dread 
disease muscular dystrophy. He has dem- 
onstrated that it is the connecting tissue 
between and about the muscles which 
becomes diseased, stifling the function of 
healthy muscles. 


Injections of experimental chemical 
agents which combat the disease are a 
part of his research. Both show promise. 
Dr. Bourne, of course, emphasizes that 
no cure has been found. But without 
question the discovery is an important 
and meaningful one, bringing hope to 
thousands. 


That this work is being done in At- 
lanta is, of course, gratifying. It will 
enhance the continually increasing status 
of Emory University where a great med- 
ical and research center is attracting 
some of the world’s best scientists. But 
most gratifying of all is that progress is 
being made in a field long resistant: to 
scientific progress.

Butler Street Project 
Is Welcome Beginning 


The first of three large urban re- 
newal projects for Atlanta’s uptown area 
cleared a very important hurdle Friday 
when federal authorities approved plans 
for revitalization of 170 acres in the But- 
ler street area. 


The project is of vital significance 
to Atlanta. It will make for a more at- 
tractive city. It will bring in additional 
tax revenue as the result of commercial 
and housing facilities to be located in 
the redevelopment area. It will con- 
tribute to a higher standard of living. 


In this connection, Atlanta received 
favorable nationwide attention recently 
when Dr. John A. Hannah, chairman of 
the Civil Rights Commission, testified be- 
fore a House appropriations committce 
that he was pleased at the progress made 
in Negro housing in Atlanta. 

+ There has been, as he indicated, en- 
couraging results from “cooperative ef- 
fort worked out voluntarily by the Ne- 
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groes and the white people; city leaders 
and the mayor, etc.” 

Despite such progress, though, At- 
lanta has slum areas that are a disgrace 


to the community. They are allowed to 
exist in violation of the law. 


Atlanta’s housing code is not being 
enforced as it should be. There are many 
instances of rental units not being reg- 
istered in accordance with law. Sanitary 
standards are not being met. 


All progress in eliminating slums is 
welcome. But to do a thorough job in 
that field there must be an end to all 
this winking at the law. 


Let’s remove the blindfold all ‘the 
way instead of peeking through it, ad- 
mit the existence of shameful slum con- 
ditions wherever they exist and see to it 
that appropriate action is taken. 


Georgia Economy 


Ts Still on Upgrade 


Jim Montgomery, Constitution busi- 
ness editor, paints an encouraging pic- 
ture of progress following his on-the- 
spot survey of Georgia business, agri- 
culture and industry. There is continued 
development of new industrial plants and 
a forward-looking, hopeful attitude. 


In addition to the spectacular huge 
new plants, there also is a steady growth 
of small, home-financed industry. By far 
the greater number of firms are in the 
small category, employing 20 workers 
or less. While these form the backbone 
of the industrial economy, the big plants 
have helped train valuable manpower 
while bringing vast amounts of capital 
into the state. 


It would be difficult, for instance, to 
assess the full impact of Lockheed Air- 
craft’s Marietta plant on the Georgia 
economy. W. A. Pulver, assistant gen- 
eral manager of the Georgia division, re- 
cently told the Seventh District Press 
Assn. that the firm’s employes come 
from 55 north Georgia counties and earn 
approximately 92 million dollars annu- 
ally. This amount is almost equal to the 
value of the state’s combined cotton and 
tobacco crops. 


This does not include several million 
dollars paid in state and local taxes or 
more than 29 million dollars in purchases 
from small firms, ranging from one-man 
shops to larger manufacturers. The in- 
centive to local small industry is obvious. 


Not every community can land a big 
industry and those that do should not re- 
lax their efforts to promote local invest- 
ment in smaller plants. While there still 
is a shortage of capital to achieve maxi- 
mum results, local investment in local 
industry should be encouraged by cham- 
bers of commerce and financial leaders. 


None should lose sight of the fact 
that with growth comes responsibility 
to provide the services which are neces- 
sary to sustain it.

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President Eisenhower's Stand on Budget 
Considered Sound, Sensible 


Atlanta — I do not feel enough 
attention has been paid to the 
remarks of President Eisenhower 
at his press conference on May 
13. He said in part: 


“These people have been con- 
spiring to keep me from insisting 
that this country is hurting itself 
by too much spending. 

“We are in an upturn in our 
economy. And at this very time 
we are talking about a balanced 
budget like it was something evil. 

“ . . My attitude is entirely dif- 
ferent. I say a balanced budget is 
the minimum target that we are 
looking for. At this time .. . we 
ought to be paying off something 
on our debt.” 

He then referred to the eight 
billion dollars that is required to 
pay interest on the national debt. 
He referred to the steadily shrink- 
ing value of the dollar and how 
the constantly mounting debt is 
bound to bring on inevitable in- 
flation. 

He concludes that if we do not 
demand fiscal responsibility each 
one of us is going to be hurt im- 
measurably. 

If the American people think it 
essential to pay huge bonuses to 
our farmers, to our dwindling un- 
employed, to our aged and infirm 
and to our Allies throughout the 
world while providing the expen- 
sive new weapons of war, fine. 
But let us stop going into debt and 
raise the taxes to pay the bills, 
balance the budget and retire at 
least a portion of the debt.

Let the State Establish 


Its Own Insurance Setup 


A mild stir was created last week in Atlanta with the release of 
a list of some 400 or more agents who shared in Georgia’s insur- 
ance business during the administration of former Gov. Marvin §. 


Griffin. .. . 

A list of firms which have re- 
ceived insurance business on or- 
ders of Gov. Vandiver is being 
prepared for release. Since public 
funds are involved, full details on 
how the raoney is spent should 
be made public. And if some of 
the expenditures appear to have 
been motivated by politics, we 
must remember that politics is 
the science of government and 
there is nothing wrong with it so 
long as it is not abused. 

If the state is going to insure 
public property with private in- 
surance companies, then some- 
one is going to get the state’s 
business and most governors try 
to see that it is spread around 
among as many agencies as pos- 
s‘ble. 

The alternative is for the state 
to stop buying insurance and be- 
come self-insured. — 

Such a system of self-insurance, 
properly set up by law, would un- 
doubtedly result in a saving in the 
cost of government, although a 


_ fect in Georgia. 


While the matter was not 
touched on specifically in the re- 
port of the Senate Committee on 
Government Operations, many of- 
ficials, legislators, and business 
leaders have suggested that a 
plan for self-insurance could be 
instituted that would provide a 
saving for Georgia . taxpayers. 
Some states already do this. 

Such a plan in Georgia should

Yesterday was Henry Grady’s birthday. The famous orator 
and Atlanta Constitution editor was born in Athens in 1850. He 
came to Atlanta in 1872, but didn’t go to work for The Constitu- 
tion then. He was one of the co-owners of The Atlanta Herald, a 
rather short-lived newspaper. 


Grady had big ideas for journalism of his day and time. The 
Herald had a correspondent in Washington. In the Jan. 11, 1874, 
issue of the paper, the Washington man wrote about Alexander 
Stephens giving a dinner at the National Hotel. 


And Grady, tooting his own horn for the paper, said in a 
“house ad’’ in the paper that The Herald was “Outspoken in 
Everything! ‘On the Fence’ in Nothing!’’ One of the other lines of 
copy read, “Lively Time Ahead and The Herald on the Popular 
Wave!”’ 

The copy of the paper was loaned to me by Mrs. Frances Mer- 
ritt of East Point. 


The Herald ran some humdingers of advertisements. Seems 
like nearly everybody in Georgia was in the buggy and carriage 
business or was manufacturing medicine. 


One of the medicine ads was for Ambrosial Oil, which could 
cure, according to the ad, rheumatism, neuralgia, headache, ear- 
ache, toothache, croup, bronchitis, dyspepsia, colic, cramp, sore 
eyes; sore throat, cuts, burns, bruises, sprains and about 20 other 
ailments. 


A salesman for a pharmaceutical house, dropped by my desk 
and I showed him the ad. “‘Man, not even the patent medicines

Dog’s Bark 
Leads Hunt 
To Man, 75 


ATHENS (#—Frail, 75-year-old 
John W. Hale was found by a 
neighbor Sunday, ending a mas- 
sive three-day search. 


As many as 1,000 persons had 
searched an area around Hale’s 
home about five miles north of 
Athens. 


The barking of a dog probably 


saved Hale’s life. 


Joe Aaron said his dog started 
barking and ran into a pasture 
Sunday morning. Aaron followed 
and heard faint cries for help 
coming from a spring. 


Aaron found Hale lying with 
one leg doubled under him and 
the other in the water. His head 
was on a couple of rocks. The 
neighbor lifted Hale out of the mud 
and made him comfortable on the 
bank, then raced for help. 


The elderly man was taken to an 
Athens hospital where the attend- 
ing physician said his condition 
ranged between fair and serious. 
It was not immediately known 
whether Hale had contracted pneu- 
monia from his 73-hour ordeal. 
The doctor said he was suffering 
from exposure and dehydration. 


Aaron explained the reason why 
Hale hadn’t been discovered earl- 
ier was because of the rough ter- 
rain. Searchers had concentrated 
on an area below Hale’s farm 
while he had walked three quarters 
of a mile up a hill to where he 
was found. 

Hale’s half-grown Beagle dog 
was still with his master when 
Aaron found them. Aaron said he 
saw Hale’s dog Saturday when 
it was chasing some of his chick- 
ens, but Aaron thought it belonged 
to some other neighbors. 


Hale, who was conscious and 
asked for food, told Aaron: 
thought you'd never come. Please 
take good care of my dog .. . He 
sure stuck by me.” 


Those joining in the search Fri- 
day and Saturday included the 
Athens Army Reserve unit, headed 
by Lt. Col. Otis R. Ogles: a 12- 
man National Guard contingent 
from Monroe; forest rangers from 
six counties and several Boy Scout 
troops. The search was organized 
and directed by Park County 
Sheriff Tommy Huff.

Not Found

NEW YORK — A bachelor’s 
search for ‘“‘the perfect girl’’ 
is really a quest for a relation- 
ship that will make no demands 
upon him. Its built-in guarantees 
would absolve him of responsi- 
bility for the success of the 
marriage — or for its failure. 


The same may be said of 
single women who seek “per- 


fection’’ in a husband, according 
to Ruth Fizdale and Harold W. 


Robbins. Miss Fizdale is execu- 
tive director of the Arthur Leh- 
man counseling service. Mr. 
Robbins, a marriage counseior, 
is assistant executive-director 
of the Lexington Avenue Young 
Men's and Young Women's 
Hebrew Assn. 


Behind the search for per- 
fection in a mate, Miss Fizdale 
said in a recent interview, is 
often a basic lack of self- 
esteem. This gives rise to a 
feeling that one has nothing to 
contribute. Hence, all the attri- 
butes of the relationship must 
be provided, ready-made, by 
the other party. 


But, ironically, bachelors who 
lack self-esteem also are 
plagued by an inability to re- 
ceive companionship or affec- 
tion from others. Women who 
consent to date such a bachelor 
automatically lose prestige in 
his eyes. Gifts of companionship 
or affection are automatically 
downgraded for being “‘wasted’”’ 
on such “‘unworthy” objects. 


WORK AT IT 

Mr. Robbins explained: 

“The ‘right’ girl and the 
‘right’ boy became ‘right’ as 


a result of working at it. Ii 
never starts out that way. And 
of course ‘perfection,’ by its 
very nature, is unattainable.” 


Lack of self-esteem figures 
largely in other problems com- 
mon to bachelors and single 
women, the counselors agreed. 


For example, the adult who 
devotes his life to his parents 
is saying that his life is less 
important than theirs, Miss Fiz- 
dale observed. If the devotion is 
based on a need for parental 
approval, she added, it further 
indicates his unworthiness in 
his own eyes. 

“Tf one is physically depend- 
ent on one’s parents for board 
and lodging, laundry and other 
material comforts, it may be 
difficult to develop self-esteem. 
This is born of a sense of self- 
sufficiency, of the knowledge 
that one can manage on his 
own and make friends on his 

wn. “Developing self-sufficien- 
cy is a long step toward de- 
veloping a successful union with 
another person.” 


BROKEN MARRIAGES 


Still another group of bache- 
lors and single women are the 
products of broken or unhappy 
marriages. In their inability to 
wed, Miss Fizdale says, they 
are saying that they do not 
trust their judgment to select 
a good mate. 


Is marriage for everyone? 

“No,” the counselors agreed. 
It is not for the person with an 
undeveloped sense of self-worth. 
And it is not for the person who 
lacks a sense of self-sufficien- 
cy. These persons may require 
counseling to help them select 
their mates and make a suc- 
cess of marriage. 


Nor is marriage for the bach- 
elor who is genuinely satisfied 
with his way of life, Miss Fiz- 
dale said. But it does offer 
something that no other relation- 
ship can give. Mr. Robins ex- 
plained: 

“You cannot sit in a room all 
by yourself and meet your need 
to belong. You cannot go from 
woman to woman and meet your 
need to be loved.”’

I. Twelve years afterwards, in 
the real-life and uncomfortable 
role of a conscientious objector 
in World War II, Ayres admitted 
that the movie and the Erich 
Maria Remarque novel it was 
based on had been decisive fac- 
tors in his thinking. 

In “All Quiet,’ Milestone set 
out to debunk the idea that war 
brings glory to those who wage 
it. His soldiers tended to 
moan, get hysterical and cry 
for the old homestead when the 
shells started falling on the 
bunkers. In the end, Paul Bau- 
mer is shot ignominiously by a 
sniper while examining a but- 
terfly that had settled on the 
edge of the trench.

had shown the Germans in too 
sympathetic a light. Ironically, 
“All Quiet’”’ was also banned in 
Germany for its pacifistic con- 
tent and wasn’t shown there 
until after World War II, 


Today, “All Quiet” is still 
revived from time to time. Its 
combat scenes set standards for 
the movie industry, and it is 
noteworthy that Milestone stud- 
ied the battle charges of 
“Birth of a Nation” before 
filming began. 


Milestone was born in Chis- 
inau, Russia, 64 years ago, and 
reared in Odessa. His parents 
wanted him to become a mer- 
chant, but he wanted a stage 
career.

“My father was a well-known 
caterer and gourmet and had 
trained me te appreciate good 
foods,” he said. “I wanted te 
have a place where I could 
serve the dishes I knew te be 
excellent, and yet serve them 
at reasonable prices.” 

The Patio Restaurant, 2263 
Peachtree Rd., was opened 
some 10 years ago. The menu 
is basically Continental—French, 
Italian, Spanish—although one 
Mexican meal 
das, frijoles, and toasted tor- 
tillas is featured. 

In the Italian line Mr. Escoe 
serves a variety of ravioli and 
spaghetti dishes, along with a 
number of veal specialties such 
as Veal Cutlet Parmagiana, a 
delicious veal dish with a cheese 
flavoring.

The Patio goes all out for 
its French cuisine, featuring a 
great variety of meats and fish 
prepared in the true Gallic 
manner. 


Seafood, as prepared by Mr. 
Escoe, is a prime favorite of 
Patio diners. “‘The only fish 
we fry is shrimp; all the oth- 
ers are either sauteed or 
broiled,” he said. 


He described in detail how 
he prepares a fish filet for 
broiling. All of the underbelly 
and fatty tissue is removed. 
The skin on one side is left 
intact, leaving a thin layer of 
fat between the skin and the 
meat. The filet is then dipped 
in bread crumbs and present- 
ed skin side up to the fire. This 
process melts the thin layer of 
fat and allows the fish to baste 
in its own juices. Subsequently, 
the fish is turned and the un- 
derside broiled.

sists of pompano baked in a 
paper bag with a Mornay 
sauce. 


Sauces take a prominent 
place in French cuisine, and 
Mr. Escoe described three of 
the most popular: 


Mornay — basically a cheese 
sauce, with butter, eggs and 
medium dry white wine. Bor- 
delaise—a mushroom sauce, 
with wine and beef marrow. 
Marguery — a cheese sauce, 
with scallops, shrimp, capers, 
egg yolks, butter and milk. 


“We have many calls for our 


curried dishes,” Mr. Egcoe 
said. “And we make our own 
chutney te serve with them. 
Chutney, incidentally, should 
be served hot with curried 
chicken, and cold with shrimp.” 


Steaks are also a favorite 
item of the Patio menu. They 
are served both in the tradi- 
tional broiled manner and im 
the French style with various 
exotic sauces.
